Mrs. Postleth waite and her children are left 
destitu te, as the proceeds of the sale of then* 
hou sehold goods in Martlnsbu rg, some 
was in Mr. Postleth waite’s pock et and was 
bu rned with him. 
M. H. Park s, whose address he did not 
give was f< u ml wedged in tho wreck , and 
was 'bu rned to death after handing his money 
ami letters to one of tho railroad employee. 
His body was entirely consu med, as were 
also those of several others whose names are 
not k nown, and perhaps never will be.

the u ndertak ing establishment of tho little 
village, charred and black ened beyond sem­ 
blance to hu manity, lie tho disfigu red re­ 
mains of nine of tho victims, bu rned dry 
and withou t perceptible odor.

tell now who was to blame, but it is learned 
that the eng ineer, fireman, and the whole 
crew of the freig ht train were drunk and 
neg lectful of ttWtr duty .

The 
wounded were all hustled out of the county 
as quickly as possible by the railway offi­ 
cials.

“ RAISE CAIN.*» 


H t TikM the Oath And Demand« the Of­ 
fice, and Now WIU Go to L a w -Situa tion 
la India na —Governor Mill Discourses 
on Labor—Legislative Doing* In Illinois

St. P a ul, Minn., Jan 5. -vSomething of a 
sensation was created at the state capitol 
Tuesday morning when Mayor Ames, of Min« 
neapolis, appeared before the state canvass­ 
ing board and, after hearing tho statement of 
the results of their work, announced that he 
proposed to be sworn in as governor of Min­ 
nesota. 
The returns made by the board 
showed Mr. McGill elected by a plurality of 
2,700. 
This is but few votes from the figures 
already puulished, and although Mayor Ames 
has several times reiterated that he proposed 
to be sworn in, his statement was looked upou 
as a little bluff. Soon after the result was 
announced by the canvassing board Mayor 
Ames, accompanied by his attorney, D. B. 
Johnson, of Minneapolis, went to the munici­ 
pal court, and in the presence of several at 
torneys, as witnesses, he took tho oath pre­ 
scribed 
for governor-elect before Judge 
Cory. This oath was then filed with the sec­ 
retary of state. 
It did not take Governor- 
elect McGill and two or three members of 
the state central committee very long to 
grasp the fact that Mayor Ames was at least 
going to make a stagger at a contest, and 
they held several little side conferences at 
the executive hall. Some of them were there, 
and aware of how tho Minneapolis mayor 
had been spending the morning, wheu the 
good-natured doctor walked into the gov­ 
ernor’s room and demanded that the oilice 
be turned over to him as governor of Minne­ 
sota. 
This was, of course, refusal, and the 
mayor smiled good-naturedly and walk >1 
out with his attorney. 
AYhen the reporters tackled Dr. Ames, an 1 
asked him on what grounds he p r o p o s e d to 
test his right to the governorship, he referred 
them to his attorney. He remarked, however, 
that ho 
h a d grounds for a contest, and tho 
evidence was in his possession. 
“ Will you make a square-toed contest,, or 
are you » imply trying to annoy the adminis­ 
tration?” was asked. 
“ 1 shall muk ? a fight to a finish,” here- 
plied. 
"1 may not got the governorship, hut 
there will be ‘hell on the Wai*u$h’ b fore 1 
got through. 
I propose to bring to light 
tilings that will startle the community, and 
sve can show up the record« of sorn • pro ni- 
nent church members in Minneapolis in a way 
that will make the « y es of the whole coin 
mnnity bulge out.
